The horse plague which killed more 
than 25,t)00 horse* and mule* in west­ 
ern Kansas was not an Infectious or 
contagious disease, but a poison caus­ 
ed 
by 
unusual 
climatic 
condition*. 
There is no known cure for It. 
It Is 
ii"! likely to occur again tor years, 
and yet It may com# at any time. 
This is the report of t tit* special com­ 
mission of the University of K ansas 
limned by Chancellor Strong and Gov­ 
ernor Stubbs last fall to investigate 
the disease. 
The report is bas**! on 
the work of the commission at its ro- 
searcli station at Ness City. K in. The 
government biol a station at Dodge 
City, with sixt«eii investigators w ork­ 
ing, and til*' agricultural college had a 
station at Hoxie, and the thro* sets 
of investigator* concurred in general 
with the findings of the university 
commission, which were submitted to 
Governor Hodge* of Kansas. 
Tile university commission was com­ 
posts! of Professor S. J. Hunter, stat*; 
entomologist; VV 
K, Trimble, a noel- 
ate professor of clinical pathology; Dr 
A. $4, Skogg of Kansas City and N, P, 
Rherwood, Instructor in bacteriology. 
In its detailed report on tile disease 
which caused sinh heavy los.se* to 
K ansas fanners the commission said: 


D iscase N ot Infectious. 
“Tills disease, so far a* ’ nowu, is 
not contagions, not infectious, has not 
been transm itted from horse to horse 
nor from horse to man 
“ No sp* iii*- organisms of virus here 
yet been found or described th at c t* 
be considered as the cause of this din- 
ease. 
It has not been produced hi 
horses experimentally by means of 
transfusion or inoculation from sick to 
well horses, 
Tile pathologic findings 
are not those of any know n infectious 
disease. 
"No evidence has arisen to Indicate 
th a t in w aler alone is to lie found the 
cause of this disease. 
Its nature sug­ 
gests a poison introduced from w ith o u t 
The cause is associated with molds 
nod parasitic fungi growing on grains 
find o th e r vegetation. 
It occurred only 
among horses grazing in pastures, fed 
upon lately cut, improperly cured for­ 
age. One attack of the disease does not 
immunize the subject against a second 
attack. 
Prophylaxis 
or 
preventive 
treatm ent, 
through 
the 
exercise 
of 
proper en re in feeding only pure water, 
well cured forage and grain In limited 
quantities during Hie period of the out­ 
break, is the only proved means of 
dealing with the disease. 
Where these 
pre*-Suttons have been carefully heeded 
this sickness has ceased. 
Recurrance Depends on Climata. 
“A return of the disease is, in our 
opinion, dependent upon the recurrence 
of climatic conditions wimllar to those 
of the past season 
T hat Is, the poison­ 
ous conditions In the pastures aud in 
the forage are due to the exc.-sslve 
moisture aud humidity, accompanied 
by high temperatures. 
These climatic 
condition# ar*’ unusual to the region 
a t the season of the year when this 
disease occurred. 
W henever these cli­ 
matic conditions prevailed over K an­ 
sas arca-, usually dry a t that N**ason, 
this forage poisoning occurred umong 
horses.
